February  23,  2008  INA  BOARD  MEETING  Nevada,  Iowa 


President  John  Jackson  called  the  meeting  to  order.  The  minutes  were  read 
and  they  were  approved.  The  Treasurers  report  was  given  with  a  balance 
of  $6,688.54  in  the  general  fund  and  $1,174.89  in  the  ICTA  fund.  The 
Treasurers  report  was  approved. 

Denny  gave  a  report  on  the  upcoming  INA  Show  in  Ottumwa  this  coming 
October.  He  said  that  a  good  number  of  dealers  are  coming.  The  biggest 
concern,  at  the  moment,  is  the  cost  of  security  for  the  show.  The  convention 
w  ill  be  set  up  on  Friday  night  w  ith  dealer  set  up  on  Saturday  morning.  Gary 
Henderson  has  redone  the  Iow  a  Token  Book  and  hopefully  it  w  ill  be  ready 
before  the  Ottumwa  INA  Show.  If  it  was  ready,  maybe  he'll  be  able  to 
come  for  a  book  signing. 

How  many  members  does  the  INA  have?  There  are  323  listed  in  the 
Secretary's  records.  No  libraries  have  joined  yet.  maybe  some  local  clubs 
could  sponsor  a  library  for  at  least  the  1  st  year. 

Medals  for  the  Ottumwa  INA  show'  were  discussed.  It  will  cost  $350.00  for 
the  1  die  (we  already  have  the  reverse  die).  We  talked  about  making  it 
39mm  and  using  the  design  that  Denny  and  Silver  Towne  designed.  They 
should  be  numbered  1  -50  on  the  silver,  gold  would  be  made  by  pre-orders 
only,  then  have  about  a  50/50  split  on  the  other  medal  compositions. 
Gordon  Weber  made  a  motion  we  accept  the  aforementioned  criteria  for 
the  medals.  Bob  Simon  seconded  and  it  was  passed. 

The  INA  Show  was  discussed.  Fort  Dodge  would  like  to  host  the  show, 
they  are  currently  looking  for  a  bigger  place  to  have  the  show'. 

Dealers  calling  Denny  want  the  INA  show1  to  be  centralized  in  one  location. 
Maybe  we  put  a  vote  to  the  general  membership. 

George  Shook  has  been  working  on  INA  Board  nominations.  All 
nominations  must  be  in  by  July  3 1 .  Bev  will  send  out  letters  to  nominees 
for  their  acceptance.  Ballots  will  need  to  be  out  by  August  15  with  them 
due  back  by  September  1 5  so  they  can  be  counted  at  the  Ottumwa  show. 
Board  members  need  to  read  the  by-laws  by  the  July  meeting  to  see  what 
changes  should  be  made.  The  next  Board  meeting  w  ill  be  at  5:00  after  the 
show  in  Adventureland.  George  Shook  motioned  that  we  adjourn.  Gordon 
seconded  and  the  meeting  was  adjourned.

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The  year  was  1959.  the  150th  anniversary  of  Abraham  Lincoln’s 
birth.  To  commemorate  the  event  the  United  States  Mint  issued  the 
Lincoln  cent  with  a  new  reverse  depicting  a  relief  of  the  Lincoln 
Memorial  building  located  in  Washington  D.C.  The  previous  reverse 
design  had  been  on  the  Lincoln  cent  since  its  inception  in  1909. The 
1909  Lincoln  cent,  like  the  1959  Memorial  cent,  had  been  issued  to 
commemorate  the  anniversary  of  Lincoln's  birth. 

After  nearly  50  years  of  the  same  design,  of  the  wheat  heads  on  the 
reverse,  the  new  design  was  a  refreshing  and  well  accepted  design. 
The  original  1909  Lincoln  cent  had  been  designed  by  Victor  David 
Brenner  and  like  the  new  Memorial  design  it  was  well  accepted  by 
the  general  population.  The  previous  Indian  head  design  had  been  in 
circulation  since  its  debut  in  1 859  up  and  into  1 909.  The  new  Lincoln 
Memorial  cent  would  retain  the  same  metal  content  as  the  previous 
years  wheat  head  cents.  The  composition  was  .950%  copper,  .05% 
zinc  with  a  weight  of  3.1 1  grams  and  a  diameter  of  19  millimeters 
with  a  plain  edge. 


The  reverse  design  of  the  1959  Lincoln  cent 
was  accepted  as  the  final  one  after  several 
other  designs  were  entertained,  including  one 
depicting  a  log  cabin.  The  designer  of  the 
new  Memorial  reverse  was  Frank  Gasparro. 
As  with  the  previous  issues  of  the  Lincoln 
cents  struck  from  1956  thru  1958  the  1959 
was  struck  at  both  the  Philadelphia  and 
Denver  Mints.  Along  with  the  regular 
circulation  issues  Philadelphia  also  struck  1,1 49,2 19  proof  coins  that 
were  included  in  that  years  proof  sets. 

Over  the  ensuing  years,  since  its  introduction,  the  Lincoln  Memorial 
cent  would  undergo  some  changes.  The  biggest  change  would  come 
in  1982  with  the  alloys  changed  to  97.5%  zinc  with  a  pure  copper 
coating  that  comprises  2.5%  total  alloy.  This  change  was  brought 
about  due  to  the  ever  increasing  cost  of  copper  bullion  that  had  risen 
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m  pi icc  to  the  point  where  it  cost  more  to  produce  the  cent  than  it 
was  worth.  I  982  became  a  transitional  year  because  of  the  change  in 
one  alloy  to  another.  Normally  there  would  be  4  different  1982 
Lincoln  cent  varieties,  one  from  each  Mint  in  copper  and  one  from 
each,  minted  in  zinc  1  he  Mint  also  made  a  change  in  its  master  dies 
in  1 982,  this  resulted  in  the  “Large  Date”  and  “Small  Date  “varieties. 
In  addition,  a  1982  S  proof  was  struck  in  copper.  If  a  collector  were 
to  include  all  of  the  varieties  of  the  1982  cent,  they  would  have  8 
coins  for  the  1982  cent  alone. 

I  here  are  several  other  varieties,  also,  in  the  Memorial  cents  that  bear 
mentioning.  Die  1 960  includes  both  a  large  and  small  date  from  both 
the  Philadelphia  and  Denver  Mints.  The  1970  from  the  San  Francisco 
Mint  appears  with  both  large  and  small  dates,  including  the  proofs  of 
that  year.  Along  with  these  varieties  there  are  several  error  varieties. 

Some  of  the  most  notable  errors  are  the  1 969 
S  doubled  die,  of  which  there  are  less  than  a 
dozen  known.  A  1969  S  doubled  die  sold  in 
auction,  on  January  12,  2008,  for  over 
$120,00.00.  Other  doubled  die  Lincoln 
Memorial  cents  include  1970  S,  1972,  1983, 
1984  and  1995,  none  of  which  approach  the 
value  of  the  1 969  S. 

It  is  still  possible  to  assemble  a  set  of 
Lincoln  Memorial  cents  from  circulation,  if  you  exclude  the  varieties 
and  error  coins.  Even  then  you  still  might  find  the  7  varieties  of  the 
1982  as  well  as  the  1960  and  1970  large  and  small  dates.  If  a 
collector  wanted  to,  a  set  of  Lincoln  Memorial  cents  in  red 
uncirculated  condition,  can  be  assembled  for  a  very  reasonable  cost. 
This  could  even  include  some  of  the  varieties;  the  1982,  7  varieties, 
the  1960  large  and  small  dates  as  well  as  the  1970  S  large  and  small 
dates.  The  collector  could  go  even  further  and  include  the  proof 
issues.  A  set  of  full  red  Lincoln  Memorial  cents  in  a  nice  album 
makes  a  very  nice  display. 

A  collection  of  Lincoln  Memorial  cents  is  one  that  a  young 
numismatist  can  assemble  with  relative  ease.  The  most  fun  in  the  coin 
collecting  hobby  is  the  search,  and  with  the  Lincoln  Memorial  cents 
it  doesn't  have  to  be  an  expensive  venture. 
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5  Reasons  to  Buy  and  Collect  Certified  and 
Graded  Coins

Why  should  a  coin  collector  and  investor  buy  and  collect 
professionally  graded  and  certified  coins?  Commonly 
called  “slabs",  they  arc  housed  in  a  protective 
plastic  holder.  There  are  many  companies  -  over  a 
dozen  are  less  than  2  years  old  -  which  will  put 
your  coin  in  a  slab  after  certifying  that  it  is 
authentic,  and  assigning  a  grade  to  the  coin.  The 
first  reason  to  buy  and  collect  certified  and  graded 
coins  applies  to  all  of  these  companies.  However, 
the  most  import  reasons  apply  only  to  the  top  four 
companies;  PCGS,  NGC,  ANACS,  and  ICG. 

Reason  No.  1 .  To  Protect  Your  Coin  from  Damage. 

Visible  damage,  which  includes  anything  from 
fingerprints  to  being  stepped  on.  More  importantly,  environmental  damage, 
including  such  things  as  exposure  to  the  air,  or  the  wrong  kind  of  air, 
chemicals  in  the  air,  and  touching  other  objects  (e.g.:  certain  plastics. 
Liquids,  food)  and  other  coins,  which  w  ill  change  the  appearance  and  even 
the  structure  of  a  coin.  Damage  causes  loss  of  value,  which  means  your 
investment.  A  slab  is  an  air  tight  container,  and  its  purpose  is  protection. 

Reason  No.  2.  To  Establish  Authenticity. 

You  want  and  need  to  know  that  your  coin  is  not  only  the  real  thing  but  that 
it  has  not  been  altered  (changing  a  mint  mark  -  fraud)  or  changed,  for 
example  by  cleaning,  polishing,  changing  the  appearance  or  surface  of  the 
coin,  in  any  way  that  would  render  your  coin  unfit  to  collect.  If  it  is  unfit 
to  collect,  there  won’t  be  many  buyers  or  sellers.  Many  coins  graded  by 
lesser  companies,  end  up  getting  rejected  by  one  of  the  top  four  companies, 
for  these  reasons. 

Reason  No.  3.  To  Establish  Identity. 

Is  that  1909  Lincoln  cent  a  VDB?  Did  you  overlook  the  “S"  mint  mark  ’  Is 
that  1913  Buffalo  nickel  a  Type  1  or  Type  2?  These  identifying  marks  can 
mean  the  difference  between  a  $20  coin,  and  otic  worth  $35.00.  Wc  all 
make  mistakes  and  overlook  or  miss  mint  marks,  details,  and  certain  other 
identifying  factors  which  make  up  “varieties"  of  each  coin.  It  is  the 
professionals  duty  to  look  for,  and  establish  these  things  to  determine  a 


coins  true  identity. 


Reason  No.  4  To  Establish  the  Coins’s  Grade. 

\  coin's  grade  is  what  determines  its  value.  You  want  good  value  when 
\  ou  buy  the  coin.  'i  ou  w ant  what  you  pay  for(or  more)  and  not  get  cheated. 
\\  hen  you  get  ready  to  sell  or  upgrade,  you  want  to  get  the  most  for  your 
coin.  I  he  grade  is  always  an  issue  when  buying  and  selling  a  collectable 
coin.  Having  the  coin  professionally  certified  and  graded  virtually 
eliminates  this  issue,  and  the  arguments.  The  professional  grading 
company,  is  your  neutral  third  party. 


Reason  No.  5.  Trust  and  Credibility. 

The  top  four  companies  are  consistent,  reliable  and 
trustworthy.  I  hey  have  established  and  respected 
reputations.  Their  standards  are  the  highest  and  the 
best.  You  are  taking  a  risk  when  buying  a  certified 
and  graded  coin  from  any  other  company. 

It  is  possible  to  buy  and  sell  a  coin  that  is  certified 
and  graded  by  one  of  the  top  four  certification  and 
grading  companies,  sight  unseen,  and  know  exactly 
what  you  are  getting.  From  a  description  of  the 
coin(e.g.;  1903  O.  MS  66  NGC,  Morgan  #34),  you  know  what  you  are 
buying,  and  what  to  expect.  It  always  helps  to  have  a  description  of  the 
coins  appearance,  such  as  “white  hot”  or  slight  reverse  toning”,  since  there 
is  one  limitation  to  selling  a  certified  and  graded  coin  sight  unseen:  It  is 
still  possible  to  buy  an  ugly  coin.  But  that  is  why  we  have  scanners,  fax  and 


e-mail. 

Therefore,  as  a  coin  collector  and  investor,  always  collect  certified  and 
graded  coins  by  one  of  the  top  four  certification  and  grading  companies.  It 
is  the  most  reasonable  way  to  verify  authenticity  and  identity  of  every  coin 
in  your  collection,  as  well  as  to  establish  a  reliable  value.  Every  source  of 
prices  for  any  coin,  be  it  a  yearly  book,  magazine,  a  weekly  or  monthly 
newsprint;  all  strictly  follow  the  ANA  guidelines.  If  the  grade  of  your  coin 
does  not  measure  up  to  these  standards,  then  you  are  only  guessing  at  the 
value.  ©

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The  Merchant  Tokens  of  Jefferson  County

One  interesting  way  to  collect  trade  tokens  is  to 
collect  the  tokens  issued  by  the  merchants  in  your 
area.  You  might  just  collect  the  tokens  in  your  town 
or  city,  or  do  as  I  have,  and  try  to  collect  all  of  the  tokens  from  your 
county,  which  in  my  case  is  Jefferson  county  in  Iowa. 

Jefferson  County  has  a  present  population  of  14.000  residents, 
10,000  of  whom  live  in  Fairfield,  the  county  seat.  In  addition  to 
Fairfield,  five  other  towns,  that  I  know  of,  have  had  merchants  that 
issued  tokens  at  one  time  or  another.  The  oldest  token  from  Jefferson 
County,  that  I  know  of,  is  a  saloon  token  used  by  A.G.  Smith  in 
Lockridge  in  1886.  This  is  also  the  only  token,  that  I  am  aware  of, 
that  was  used  in  Lockridge. 

Another  one-token  town  is  Packwood,  located  in  the  northwest 
corner  of  the  county.  In  about  1 930  Charles  Purdy  had  a  barber  shop 
in  Packwood  with  a  pool  table.  The  last  of  the  one-token  towns  is 
Abingdon,  where  C.A.  Myers  had  a  grocery  store  in  the  teens  and 
twenties.  If  you  go  south  of  Abingdon,  about  five 
miles,  you  will  come  to  Batavia,  which  is  just 
inside  of  the  Jefferson-Wappello  County  line. 
Batavia  had  at  least  two  merchants  who  issued 
tokens  Gust  Nordgren  had  a  general  store  in 
Batavia  and  Agency,  the  next  town  to  the  west,  on 
the  railroad.  His  token  is  a 
maverick,  which  means  no  town  is  listed  on  it  (  and 
means  that  it  took  a  bit  of  research  with  old 
directories  to  attribute  it  to  Batavia  and  Agency).  The 
Batavia  Mercantile  Company  also  used  tokens  in 
both  Agency  and  Batavia,  although  its  tokens  all  read 
Agency. 

If  you  leave  Batavia  and  travel  southeast,  you  will  soon  come  to 
Libertyville,  where  several  merchants  issued  tokens  at  various  times 
during  the  first  half  of  the  twentieth  century.  The  earliest  of  these 
tokens  was  used  by  a  man  named  Davidson.  He  had  a  restaurant  in 
Libertyville  about  1906.  Back  in  the  early  1 930's,  a  Liberty  \  i lie 
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barber  named  Rodibaugh  used  a  token  that  reads  “GOOD  FOR  A 
SH  \\  F.  I  hen  in  1937  (or  thereabouts)  the  Slimmer  Brothers  issued 
a  token  w  ith  the  message  “SHOP  IN  LIBERTYVILLE,’’  evidently  to 
try  and  eonibat  the  lure  of  Fairfield’s  more  diverse  stores,  after  the 
state  put  m  a  concrete  road  to  Fairfield. 

In  Fairfield  itself,  the  oldest  token,  1  know  of,  was  issued  by  Saurs 
Bakery,  which  began  in  business  in  1893.  It  issued  tokens  in  metal 
and  cardboard,  both  of  which  read  “GOOD  FOR  A  LOAF  OF 
BREAD."  Saurs  ran  a  restaurant  in  conjunction  with  the  bakery  and 
were  in  business  until  the  late  1 940's. 

Two  other  bakeries  in  Fairfield  also  used  tokens.  O.J.  Kellog  had  a 
bakery  on  the  east  side  of  the  square  in  about  1906.  His  tokens  also 
read  “GOOD  FOR  A  LOAF  OF  BREAD."  H.C.  Davis  had  a  grocery 
store  and  bakery  on  the  west  side  of  the  square  at  about  the  same  time 
as  Kellog  on  the  east  side,  and  he  issued  a  full  set  of  token 
denominations:  5c,  10c,  25c,  50c  and  $1.00,  all  of  which  were  good 
for  the  specified  amount’TN  TRADE." 

Fairfield’s  White  Brothers  started  out  with  a 
huckster  wagon,  eventually  moving  into  a  store  on 
the  north  side  of  the  square.  They  also  issued  a  full 
set  of  tokens  in  five  denominations,  from  5c  to 
$1 .00.  They  used  these  tokens  in  buying  eggs  and 
produce  from  their  farmer  customers.  Farmers  who 
would  accept  the  tokens  instead  of  cash  were  given 
a  10%  bonus,  i.e.,  1  lc  in  tokens  for  every  10c  worth  of  butter  and 
eggs,  etc.  The  White  “T”  Store  was  in  business  up  into  the  1950's,  at 
which  time  the  sons  of  the  founders  finally  retired. 

The  last  group  of  token  issuers  in  Fairfield  to  consider  are  the  pool 
hall  billiard  parlor  owners.  The  oldest  token  1  have  found  in  this 
category  was  issued  by  Osborne  &  Aaronson,  who  had  a  combination 
barber  shop/cigar  store/pool  hall  in  the  early  1 920's.  It  was  bought  out 
by  Curtis  &  Miller,  who  are  rumored  to  have  done  some  bootlegging 
out  of  the  back  room.  In  1943  this  place  became  the  Elite  Billiard 
Parlor,  which  it  remained  until  1978,  when  it  became  a  cottee 
shop/bistro. 

In  the  mid  1920's  O.C.  Bottgcr  came  to  Fairfield  from  Ollie,  Iowa 
where  he  had  owned  a  grocery  store.  He  owned  the  Mission  Billiard

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Parlor  on  the  southeast  corner  of  the  square  until  1930  at  which  time 
he  sold  the  billiard  parlor  to  Clyde  Free  and  went  into(i.e.)  Slot 
machine  business.  Free  moved  the  billiard  parlor  to  the  north  side  of 
the  square,  where  he  continued  in  business  until  sometime  in  the 
1 950's.  There  was  also  a  barber  shop/pool  room  on 
Fourth  Street,  an  area  called  “New  Chicago”  for 
many  years.  In  the  1930's  it  was  run  by  a  barber 
named  Hutton.  He  used”NEW  CHICAGO  POOL 
HALL"  tokens,  but  I  am  not  sure  if  he  was  the  one 
who  originally  issued  these  tokens,  or  if  this  was 
done  by  the  proprietor. 

I  know  of  only  two  other  tokens  from  Fairfield.  One  is  a  token  issued 
in  1939  by  John  Campbell  for  use  in  his  tavern.  The  other  was  used 
by  the  Triangle  Auto  Supply  Company  at  their  stores  in  Fairfield, 
Washington  and  Iowa  City,  with  all  three  locations  spelled  out  on  the 
token.  It  was  good  for  trade  on  a  new  tire  and  tube.  I  suspect  it  was 
used  in  the  1 920's  or  1 930's. 

As  you  can  see,  studying  tokens  from  your  area  can  enable  you  to 
learn  quite  a  bit  of  local  history  and  even  help  to  preserve  a  small  part 
of  it.
